Entering the City Hall itself, 
the guests pass between rows of 
palms, and coloured lights which 
flank the grand stairway and its 
approach. To the rigbt of the 
stairway is- ap old English 
inn sign, “Ye Bult in Bush,” 
in which tavern soft drinks can 
be obtained, while in the “house” 
across the way.

In an interview which the 
writer had with the Manchurian 
dictator on Christmas day, this 
general theme was stated in the 
first few teplies to questions 
about cohditions and prospects, 
and-the whole subsequent dis- 
course was made up largely -of 
reiterations of the same theme. 
It is nearly all that 'baog Tyo- 
lin has to say for publication. 

A raview of all the questions 
acd-answers would be tedious 
and unprofitable, “Eliminating 
the conventional remarks about 
the friendly and helpful attitude 
of Grest Britain and America 
towards China and the equally 
conventional expression of a hope 
that these two Powers would 
continue to be helpful aod 
sympathetic, the rest of Chang 
Tso-lin’s remarks can be very 
briefly candensed as follows :— 

FINANCE MADE EASY. 

“\ strong central government 
is the only solution to aft of 
LCUbina’s difficulties. The financial) 
muddle cond be straightened out 
with great ease by any adminis- 
tration enjoying the confidence of 
the provinces and administering 
its income honestly.. Making no 
allowances for reform in the land 
tax, the Government's rormal 
income from other sources should 
be about $390,000,000 ganaally, of 
«hich sum $100,000,000 should 
certainly soffice to pay all admio- j 
istrative expenses while the rest 
could be used for the liqnida- 
tion. of the nationals debt. 
ifthe land tax were reformed the 
Government's income sould be 
hnge and the liquidation of 
Coina’s. debts would be easy. 
China is not poor. Her wealth 
and resources would be security 
for her debts if the Government 
enjoyed real authority. Previous 
governmerts enjosed neither au- 
thority nor confidence because 
the officials were so thoroughly 
corrupt. To unise China it is 
first essential to run out of the 
office all Gorrupt officials-—includ- 
ing myse:f! (This with a twinkle 
and an approach toa smile.” 


SOUTHERNERS AND WC FEL-FU. 
“Brioging the South into tke 
coalition presents no particular 
difficulties. The Southetners will 
adhere readily enougb to & oom- 
petent government.
